AUSTRALIA  -  QUEENSLAND'S  FOOD  ACT  IN  EFFECT  The  Technical  Office  has  recently 
received  copies  of  the  Queensland  Food  Act  which  is  based  on  Australia's  Model 
Food  Act  and  is  now  in  effect.  The  relevant  labeling  requirement  reads  as 
follows: 

"...  Every  package  of  food  intended  for  sale  shall  bear  on  it  a  label  setting 
out  in  the  manner  prescribed...  the  name  and  business  address  of  the  vendor, 
manufacturer  or  packer  or,  in  the  case  of  imported  food,  the  name  and  business 
address  in  Australia  of  the  importer..." 

The  Government  of  Australia  is  actively  promoting  adoption  of  the  Model  Food 
Act  in  order  to  achieve  uniform  labeling  requirements  throughout  Australia. 
(Under  Australia's  legal  system,  this  is  a  matter  within  the  states' 
jurisdiction.)  The  Model  Food  Act  has  been  endorsed  by  all  the  States,  but 
only  Queensland  has  adopted  it  to  date. 

CANADA  -  PROPOSAL  FOR  LABELING  AND  USE  OF  IRRADIATION  IN  FOODS  We  recently 
received  a  copy  of  a  Communique  which  Canada  mailed  to  all  food  manufacturers, 
food  trade  associations,  consumer  associations  and  food  importers  which  covers 
four  possible  options  for  the  labeling  of  irradiated  foods.  Final  date  for 
comments  on  their  proposal  is  October  26,  1983. 

CANADA  -  PROPOSAL  FOR  THE  USE  OF  FLAVOR  DESCRIPTIVES  IN  THE  COMMON  NAME  OF  A 
FOOD  This  proposal  covers  the  use  of  flavor  descriptives  in  the  common  name 
of  a  food  when  the  characterizing  flavor  is  provided  by  a  flavor  preparation 
or  an  artificial  flavor  preparation.  Final  date  for  comments  is  early  October 
1983. 

IRELAND  -  ORDER  BANNING  THE  USE  OF  CERTAIN  UNITS  OF  MEASUREMENT  The  Irish 
Government  has  made  an  Order  banning  the  use  of  certain  units  of  measurement, 
effective  November  1,  1983.  The  Order  is  part  of  a  phasing  in  of  the 
International  System  of  Units.  A  further  number  of  units  will  be  banned  at 
the  end  of  December. 

JAPAN  -  ELEVEN  PROPOSED  FOOD  ADDITIVES  HAVE  BEEN  OFFICIALLY  APPROVED  We  have 
been  advised  that  the  11  food  additives  proposed  for  use  in  Japan  were 
officially  approved  on  August  27,  1983.  Exact  details  on  foods  the  additives 
will  be  acceptable  in  and  ppms  allowed  will  be  forthcoming. 

JAPAN  -  REVISION  OF  CURRENT  LABELING  REGULATIONS  In  view  of  the  approval  of 
the  11  new  food  additives,  the  Japanese  Ministry  of  health  and  Welfare  will 
revise  the  current  labeling  regulation.  They  have  forwarded  us  copies  of  the 
planned  revisions.
